-HUNGARY.—DECENTRALIZATION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Dear Sirn,—In the year 1849, after the revolution 
had been put down in Hungary, the country being under 
the sway of General Haynan, a heavy penalty was in- 
flicted on the Jews in Hangary. They were compelled 
to pay a million of florins asa fine for their patriotiam, 
having joined in such large masses the revolutionary 
army. But thanks to the great exertions of the late 
M.S. Boskowitz, who was at that time at the head of 
the community, mercy was shown by deciding that the 
amount should for ever be employed for educational. 
purposes. 
- ‘Three so-called model schools were established in the 
country with this fund; the control being, of course, 
under the authorities. Lately, however, fourteen cos 
religionists in Hungary were appointed by Government 
to be inspectors of ‘he schools in the country, as well as 
to form some plan for the founding of a Rabbinical 
Seminary in Hungary out of the fund, which must have

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. REV VIVAL OF AN OLD UKASE IN POLAND. 
At last we know the particulars of the late out- 
 yage committed by the police on a number of Jews at 
Warsaw, whose, clothes were violently torn off their backs 
ja the streets, and. who were othcrwise so ill-used that 
_ the interposition of the Governor, Count De Berg, became 
necessary for their protection. These outrages, we now 
learn, were the consequences of the revival of an old ukase | 
by the late Czar... The Emperor Nicholas, as is. 
notorious, published a series of most barbarous decrees 
against the Jews, which culminated, as our readers wil] 
remember, in an order for the removal of those settled along 
the European frontier into the interior of the empire, and 
which at the time led to the mission of Sir Moses Monte- 
- fiore to St. Petersburg. One of these edicts commanded 
_ the Jews forthwith to lay aside their traditional costume 
and to dress in the manner of either the Germans or their 
Christian countrymen. The ukase, like so many others 
~ of a similar arbitrary character, after having done consi- 
derable mischief and subjected those concerned to great 
- jnconvenience, much annoyance, and some violence, was 
happily allowed to fall into desuetude. It is this ukase 
which the Russian authorities cf Warsaw have lately seen 
fit to revive, and which the police have enforced with so. 
much brutality that the European press, while nenomg 
the proceedings, strongly reprobated them.

Immediate compliance with the imperial 
decree would have been as impracticable as though be 
‘had ordered the Jews without delay to quit their 
ghettos, and forthwith, without preparation and fur- 
ther provision, to take up their abodes in the other 
quarters of the cities in which they resided, It was easy 
enough for an autocrat, whose mere will was law, to com- 
manc a-host of fathers of families, far exceeding in number 
one hundred thousand, most of them steeped in abject

The terrible oppression which they experienced at Nicho- 
las’s haads have, unfortunately, established an association 
in their minds which it is all but impossible to obliterate in 
the memories of the living generation.

Forces acting from without may strike against him. He 
may oscillate and vibrate, and even be set in motion for a 
But sooner or later the impulse given, if not re. 
newed, gets exhausted, the innate tendency prevails, the 
equilibrium is restored, and he once more settles down on 
his conservatism. He is like the tide, the natural flow of 
which opposing win’s may for a while retard, but which, 
in obedience to a higher law, nevertheless pursues the 
prescribed direction. In fact, if this conservative ground 
be cut off from underneath his feet, he has no basis to recy 
upon. The arduous and protracted spiritual contest, in 
which he has been engaged for thousands of years with all 
mankind, has had no other object but the retention of the 
ground occupied. Now this powerful feeling of conser. 
vatism, experience has shown, is more strongly marked in 


the character of the Polish Jews than in that of any other 


section of Israel. It is this feeling which endears to them 
‘verything that is ancient, and impresses with the stamp 
of sacredness whatever has been transmitted to them from 
remote ancestors. A peculiar sanctification attaches, in— 
their eyes, to the rust of antiquity. To have been an 
ancestral custom or practice suffices with them to hallow 
it. This feeling, no doubt, like so many others forming | 


the fountain heads of great excellencies, if suffered to — 
-overstep the bounds of moderation, must necessarily lead 


to extravagances and to a firm hold of all kinds of abuses. 
Nevertheless in itself itis the parent of many virtues, and, 
therefore, deserves at least tender handling, if not respect. 


-The Polish Jew clings to the ancestral costume with all 


the tenacity of his powerful conservatism. He looks upon 
it with the veneration with which a historical relic of high 
antiquity .is considered. There are associations in his 
mind which greatly endear, and, perhaps, hallow it to 
him. The very fact that it marks and singles him out has 
a peculiar attraction for him. He is made of the stuf of 
which martyrs are formed. Earth offers him but little. 
All his aspirations point to on high; and the more he 
suffers here below for the sake of his retigion the greater 
will be his felicity in the realm of bliss. Martyrdom has, 
therefore, a peculiar charm fer him, ard with this mar- 
tyrdom, as well as that of his sainted forefathers, this garb, 
which singles him out for insult and ill usage, 1s intimately 
connected. And is he now to renounee this costume, sever 
all ties that bind him to the endeared and hallowed 
past, and adopt the dress of his persecutors, which not 
only leaves his heart empty, but is likely to raise in his 
mind trains of unpleasant ideas?

_ We do not set ourselves up as advocates of these views, 
nor do we even heartily sympathise with them, but we 
can fully enter into, appreciate, and even respect them for 
the sake of the pure source from which they spring. This 
is surely not the right way in which the Russian autho- 
rities in Poland seek to counteract them. Could we Cutter 
ourselves that our voice would be heard in St. Petersburg, 
we should urge the repeal of a ukase which ‘defeats i's 
own object, the execution of which, in the manner pre- 
scribed, as we have shown, is impracticable, which can 
only serve to inflict great sufferings upon those concerned, 
give an opportunity to ferocious underlings to harass and 
vex harmless persons, and which, after all, is quite unone. 
cessary ; for if the Emperor will only have patience, - 
allow education to spread and to correct the erroneous 
notions of his Jewish subjects, they, of their own accord, 
and as a matter of course, will ley aside their peculiar 
garb, and socially, as well as civilly, assimilate themselves 
to the rest of the population, with which it is their true 
interest to be at one. Should, however, a repeal of the 
ukase not be deemed expedient, it should, in erder to serve — 
its huniane purpose, be greatly modified. 
setting a brutal police in motion, a circular were to be

In this strait, the burden 
falls on the head of the household; and it is hardly pos- 
sible to meet, by ordinary means of relief, the exigencies 
of five or six grown persons depending on one worker. No 
wonder that such are irrecoverably poor. ‘The recurring
